How Truffles Are Said to Grow. 


"During the months of July and An- 


gnst," says M. Valserres, a noted natural- 
ist, "a little fly, azure winged and small of 
body, penetrates into the soil at the base of 
onk trees or elsewheie in search of certain 
juices there to be found. With its sting it 
pierces some portion o£ the root, makes an 
incision and therein lays its eggs. From 
this incision or scar, there exudes a vis- 
cous substance which, clinging to the 
root, grows into a truffle." 


How exact this theory may be is a matter 


of conjeUure. 
Certain it is that truffle 


hunters are attracted to their spoil by a 
little insect, but it is not altogether impos- 
sible that the fly itself is attracted, like a 
true gourmet, by the very existence of the 
precious object. 


There are three species of truffles found 


in France—the black and most common, 
the white (highly prized) and the truffle a 
Tail, which has a flavor of garlic. They 
are found in all soils, but chiefly in oak 
forests or where the earth is damp and cal- 
careous, thriving best in an almost sterile 
soil. The best that the country affords 
comes from Periguenx and about Angou- 
leme.—Washington Letter.

Cleansing the Pipe Lines. 


The cleansing of the pipe lines which con- 


nect Philadelphia and New York with the 
oil regions is a very ingenious matter.

It v as said some years ago that New 


England could never compete with Old 
England in the manufacture of the finei 
grade-, of cotton goods. Yet in all but 
the imest of dress material New Eng- 
land now makes bettor cotton fabrics 
than (>ld England. In China our white 
good.", are preferred to those of Europe. 


The same story is repeated in reference 


to the competition between New Eng- 
land jind the south. New England man- 
ufacturers say that the southern mills 
can never equal those of the north 
in thi finer grades of cotton textiles. 
The touth thereupon responds, "We 
shall tee." New England manufactur- 
ers put forward as an advantage that 
cannot be overcome the fact that their 
mills a re near to the consumers. On tha 
other hand, southern 
manufacturers 


answer that their mills are on the very 
ground itself where the cotton is pro- 
duced. Cheap fuel lies all about these 
mills and labor is cheaper. The cost of 
a bale of cotton to the manufacturer by 
the time it reaches Lowell from Savan- 
nah ii within two cents cf forty-six dol- 
lars. The cost of a bale of cotton at the 
local mills in the south is fire dollars 
less than this. 


In counting the cost of the raw mate- 


rial alone a southern mill consuming 
5,000 bales annually can be operated for 
$25,000 less than a mill of the same ca- 
pacity in the north. Then, as a south- 
ern journal unblushingly remarks, the 
southern mill has the advantage ef 
"lower taxes and, in the majority of in- 
stance.*, entire exemption from taxes."

How a Pope IB Elected. 


Some of the most curiously elaborate 


ballol systems known were developed in 
the small governing bodies of the Middle 
Ages. 


Om of these is the form for electing a 


pope, which has continued to our owji 
time. All the cardinals are locked up to- 
gether in a suite of rooms at the Vatican, 
and forbidden to have any communication 
with the outside world till they have made 
a choice. Food is passed in to them, but it 
the ] ope is not elected within a few days 
thev ire put on prison rations by way ol 
quid ening their work. 


A Ballot is taken every morning, fol- 


lowed by another, to give an opportunity 
for changing votes. Each cardinal receives 
a printed blank. He first signs It, then 
folds it over so as to conceal the signature 
and fals it. On the uncovered part of the 
papei he writes tbe name of his candidate. 
If thi re is not a two-thirds majority the 
bal!oi.s are burned, and the smoke tells the 
waiting crowd outside that there is no 
election. 


Th<' same process is repeated every even 


ing. When any candidate gets the neces- 
sary wo-thirds the sealed signatures are 
opened, to make sure that no unauthorized 
per&on has voted. Then the election is 
publicly announced,—New York Evening 
Sun.

A Wrong Idea About the Treatment of 


Inferiors Hud Those Who Are Our Serv- 
ikiitft—Courtesy and Rough Treatment 
In Three Great Armies. 


Thousands of men and women have an 


uneasy feeling that it does not do to be po- 
lite and courteous to servants and other 
persons over whom authority has to be 
exerted. They imagine that by being cour- 
teous they itnderrume their own power 
and authonff, and that in order to teach i 
tlu person who has "to execute orders" , 
his or her proper place, great care must be | 
taken to avoid coustesy. "If you are hat- . 
in-hand to your servants, your clerks and 
your shopmen, how can you expect them 
to obey you and respect you?"—that is the 
common feeling. Courtesy, it is consid- 
ered, will be sure to be interpreted as a 
sign of weakness—as an indication that 
the position of master or mistress has been 
abdicated. 


Hence it happens that there is a great 


deal o£ what WB may call ceremonial dis- 
courtesy. Plenty of people would like to 
be as polite to those whom they hire to 
obey their orders as to their social equals, 
but out of a sort of fear of being thought 
incapable of command, they adopt the plan 
of speaking to servants as one speaks to a 
dog, or as one writes a sixpenny telegram: 
"Fetch my great coat." 
"Lace up my 


boots." "Saddle my horse." The habit, 
of course, giows like all others, till at last 
the man, who is naturally polite and cour- 
teous, becomes as hald and bearish in his 
treatment of his inferiors as the foreman 
of a factory. 


If there were the slightest reason to sup- 


pose lhat people could not be made to obey 
orders by any other way of treatment than 
that of loweung the standard of courtesy 
in adressiug them, it would, of cours.e, be 
absurd to protest that courtesy ought to 
be shown to those under authority. The 
world, it is quite clear, cannot get on with- 
out orders l>eing issued and orders being 
obeyed, and whatever conventious of lan- 
guage make most tor the proper and due 
discharge of orders, must be the conven- 
tious to be encouraged. But is tlujre the 
slightest reason to suppose that courtesy 
does make it harder to get orders obeyed? 


COUIfHiSV IN THE FKENCH ABMY. 


It is evident it does not in the French 


army or in France generally, and we be- 
lieve that it would not iu England. In our 
army at the present moment the officers — 
except, perhaps, the sergeants and cor- 
porals—are, as a rule, most scrupulous 
about treating their men justly and avoid- 
ing violent and abusive language. Not 
being rude or offensive is, however, a very 
different thing from being courteous. Yet 
we ventui'j to think that if English officers 
took the trouble to treat their meu with 
the sort of courtesy which so bewilders the 
Englishman abroad they would flnd them 
not less but more amenable to discipline. 


The officer would gain in dignity and the 


soldier in self respect, and so In the quality 
which can be most easily worked on to se- 
cure the due fulfillment of duty. No doubt 
the British private would at first foe some- 
what staggered by an officer who treated 
him with courtesy and might, indeed, for 
a time consider he was being elaborately 
insulted. Very soon, however, he would 
realize the situation and would learn that 
when relations 
governed by courtesy 


exist, "liberties" are riot encouraged but 
forbidden. 
Nor does habitual courtesy 


prevent, when necessary, the use of lan- 
guage at once forcible and direct. Because 
you treat a man with courtesy, you are not 
deprived of the power to point out to him 
when necessary that he is idle, a coward or 
a fool. 


The effect of courtesy, indeed, is to en- 


hance, not diminish, the significance of di- 
rect expressions of opinion. The "wiggings" 
of the courteous man are twice as formid- 
able as those of the boor. Courtesy in- 
deed would pay in the army, both as re- 
gards discipline and as regards the popu- 
larity of the service. Men do not like be- 
ing spoken to as if they were dogs, especial- 
ly if they are uneducated, and so disin- 
clined to take up the logical position that, 
an order is an order, and tbattue "setting" 
is immaterial. 


UOW THE GWiJIAN OFFICERS COMMAND. 
No doubt the behavior of the officers in 


thH respect is a great deal better than it 
used to be, but considering how easy it is 
to wound the self love of tbe uneducated 
class in England—it is the commonest 
thing in the world for day laborers to leave 
their employment because "they ain't 
a-going to stand old So-and-so's cheek"— 
the wonder is that the army is as popular 
as it is. 


As a matter of fact, the lower the cul- 


ture of the individual the more necessary 
it is to treat him with courtesy. 


There is it story of Count Sclmvaloff rid- 


ing with Prince Bismarck at a review in 
Berlin, and noticing the German officers 
cursing and actually kicking their men 
into a mathematically exact line. 
"Our 


officers would not venture to treat their 
men like that," is said to have remarked 
the admiring diplomat. 


"Ahl but ycu miibt remember," replied 


his companion, "that half of these canaille 
have been through a university." 


Whether the story is true or false it con- 


tains a truth, Men who have been taught 
to think tend to grow what, for want of a 
better word, we must call cynical. 


They shrug their shoulders and say, "If 


they like to curse us they can—smooth 
words, after all, wouldn't make soldiering 
less irksome." This philosophic feeling, 
however, is hardly likely to be found in 
Tommy Atkins, and we expect that the 
nearer the bearing of our 
• fficers ap- 


proaches that of the French end the far- 
ther it departs from that of the Germans 
the more popular the service will become. 


If, too, courtesy were the rule in our 


army, it would be found much eas;er to 
exact strict discipline—the essential rendi- 
tion of an army. Courtesy of bearing, and 
not mere absence of discourtesy, is what 
is wanted. This, coupled with merciless 
strictness iu the enforcement of real duties, 
is the true desideratum. Many forcej are 
no doubt tending to bring about the con- 
dition we desire, but a great step would ba 
gained if people could only learn that 
courtesy does not imply weakness.—Lon- 
don Spectator. 


Brain Work.

This was said of a busi- 
ness man, and it indicates the thought 
which many have of all who simply man- 
age a business without manual labor. Yet 
every laborer should know that almost all 
labor is projected by men who are said to 
do "nothing but talk."

There may not be a heavy demand on 
brains in a given piece of work, but there 
must be some. If the simplest job ol work 
requires at least a little forethought, what 
must the greut enterprises require?—Ex 
change.
